He went to the arms of his devoted 
wife, who hurried him between rows of 
young militiamen away from his shout- 
ing, applauding admirers to a room in 
the back of the hall, where he descendea 
a ladder to a carriage that was awaiting 
him in an alley and was driven to his 
private car and to bed. He was thor- 
oughly exhausted. 

Debs arrived in St. Louis at 6:15 Thurs- 
day night, several minutes late, and 
his private car was switched out of the 
Union Station and to a sidetrack along 
Clark avenue east of Eighteenth street. 

Glimpse of Debs Impossible. 

On Clark avenue several hundred So- 
cialists with a banner waited to see him, 
but he was so carefully guarded that 
his admirers did not get even a glimpse 
of his car, and after waiting for some 
time they departed. 

Debs is more -closely guarded than 
either Taft or Bryan on his trip. His 
car is filled with guards who are con- 
stantly fending off enthusiasts who wish 
to see him and who, if they were per- 
mitted to talk to him and argue with 
him, would tell him their little tales of 
woe and tire him out, for Debs is such 
a temperamentaliy sympathetic man 
that he lets things of that sort worry 
him. 

Debs’ guards do not attempt any vio- 
lent exclusion, but their force is felt, 
through his brother, Theodore Debs, his 
private secretary; Otto McFeeley, a Chi- 
cago newspaper man, and a host of oth- 
ers. But first of all, Mrs. Debs, the 
handsome wife of the big Socialist, de- 
fends him. 

Private Signal Necessary. 
If one has the proper credentials he 
can get into the Red Special private 
car, but that doesn’t mean that he can 
see Debs, who is carefully secluded tn a 
stateroom, where a certain private 
knock and a password is necessary for 
entrance. Debs works so hard and 
makes sO many speeches during the day 
that between them his wife keeps him 
incommunicado with the rest of the 
world. She makes him rest. 
Debs is tired out. ‘It is plainly appar- 
ent that the tall, lean-faced kindly man 
is feeling the effect of his campaign. 
When he was in the anteroom of the ar- 
mory waiting to be conducted to the 
stage, he paced up and down with 
bent head concentrating his mind on 
what he was going to say. And yet he 
stopped occasionally to smile that won- 
derfully magnetic smile of his that has 
made him more friends than anything 
else. He seemed well enough, but he 
was tired.

City Officials Demand Full 
Control of the Forest Park 
Building. 








Both Park Commissioner Scanian and 
Mayor Wells expressed themselves Sat- 
urday as willing to accept for the city 
the Art Museum in Forest Park, pro- 
vided the institution comes wholly un- 
der 


No formal acceptance of the museum 
under any condition will be considered 
until the Supreme Court has decided 
whether the law levying a tax for the 
institution’s maintenance is valid. A 
decision is expected next month. 

When the Board of Control of the 
museum a year ago made a demand 
on Comptroller Player for funds accru- 
ing from the tax, he declined to honor 
the Board’s warrants. A mandamus 
was sought by the Board. 

The city’s contention is that the 
charging of admissions, the manage- 
ment of the museum by directors of 
Washington University and the private 
ownership of the collections of paintings 
and statuary on exhibit, are all proofs 
that it is not a public institution such 
as can enjoy the benefit of taxation, 

Must Be Free to All. 

jaf Park Commissioner Scanian re— 
ceives the museum, it will be with the 
understanding that the city is to name 
the Board of Control, and that there 
shall be no charge for admission. 

“We hold that fhe museum, as Con- 
ducted at present, is a private enter- 
prise,”’ said Mr. Scanlan to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “As such, it cannot 
properly “be maintained at public ex- 
pense. We should be very glad to have 
the museum, and hope that even if 
the decision is adverse to the claims 
of its managers, the art collections will 
not be withdrawn. There is no intention 
of driving the museum from the park.” 

Mayor Wells said: “‘The museum is a 
magnificent asset for St. Louis, but oo- 
cupying as it dees a public park and 
sharing as it hopes to do the public 
taxes, it must be a public institution in 
every sense. The city could not fairly 
take any other position. We hope the 
museum will continue to be not merely 
the educational influence it now is un- 


municipal control.

NO FAVORITES IN FRANCHISES. 

Mr. Barnsdall may or may not represent the 

company which should be granted a natural gas 
franchise, but he suggests the right idea con- 
‘cerning the basis upon which the franchise should 
be granted, when he says that the franchise 
should go to the company which offers the best 
terms for the city. 
_ There ought to be no sentiment in the grant- 
ing of a franchise. The Post-Dispatch first sug- 
gested the wisdom of getting natural gas for 
St. Louis, and subsequently, with the co-opera- 
tion of other newspapers, aroused the great pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of it. Granting a fran- 
chise is a matter of business in which no fa- 
vorites should be played. 

Let the franchise be granted to the company 
offering the best terms—the greatest compensation 
in price or direct payment to the city, or both, 
with the best guarantee of an adequate supply. 
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,Sympathizing heartily with every legitimate ef- 

fort to purify. the registration lists and assure 
an honest election in this city, the Post-Dispatch 
feels bound to warn Circuit Attorney Sager and 
the grand jury against any use of their indict- 
ments or warrants which would intimidate hon- 
est voters or would subject innocent citizens to 
unwarranted hardship or humiliation. The mere 
fact that a registered letter is not delivered to 
the person who is registered from a certain ad- 
dress is not sufficient evidence of crime upon 
which to base an indictment or the issuance of 
@ warrant. It is a good reason for further in- 
quiry in which better evidence may be obtained, 
but to have blanket indictments drawn on in- 
sufficient evidence or on mere suspicion is 
indefensible. Such a practice might easily be- 
come intolerable and more effective for crooked 
elections than police interference and fraud.

7 A MISSOURI DEFINITION: 

Everything that is not merely local in the 
Declaration of Independence had been discussed 
for at least three centuries before 1776. Scores of 
volumes had been written on it~ before it was 
brought to a sharp definition in the first few sen- 
tences of the Declaration. 

It is through such definitions that history is 
made as it is made in no other way. One of 
them is worth a whole library of discussion. 

We have worked out one of them in Missouri 
during the last six years. We have also begun to 
apply it. 

It is that the man who uses public office fraud- 
ulently for his own gain is “not a Republican or 
a Democrat, but a thief.” 

This is not a new discovery. It is a definition of 
what was in the universal mind of honesty as it 
belongs to all honest Missourians. It is a sharp 
definition. As far as it has been applied it cuts 
straight through all fraudulent combination under 
the name of party or under any other name. 

Once made, it defines the issues in this cam- 
paign as it must in every campaign. It means 
honest Democracy as the rule of honest men 
against every fraudulent minority. It must be 
advanced from. It is impossible to “go back on it” 
as the impulse of honest government. It pnts on 
every man the responsibility of demanding proof 
for himself that he will be honestly represented 
in government by each one of those who pretend 
that they will do so. He must demand the proof. 
They must give it. 

Can any one of those who have opposed this 
and misrepresented it, represent Missouri Democ- 
racy as it means Missouri honesty, eaforced in 
popular government?

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THE PAY ME NOW ALTERATIONS. 

The alterations in the pay-now cars were made 
by the United Railways Co. under fire of public 
complaint. Whether they are now any better thaa 
before remains to be seen, but it has at least 
been demonstrated that the great monopoly is not 
insensible to the clamor of the despised “multi- 
tude.” 

In the interest of economy as well as of good 
feeling, would it not have been wiser for the com- 
pany to submit their plans to the public authori- 
ity for examination and discussion? If it be said 
that only professional railway men are experts, 
and competent to decide such matters, the rep'y 
is that passengers who ride on street cars twice 
a day for years acquire a good understanding 
of the merits of the conveniences offered them. 
And the alterations made are a confession that the 
experts who introduced the new contrivance wer: 
not gifted with unerring wisdom. 

Public service corporations are servants of the 
community and it is en anomaly that, once in pos- 
session of charter and franchise, they do as they 
The 
people of St. Louis have a right to be consulted 
about the manner in which their servant performs 
his duties. The right may be imperfectly defined 
and secured, but there is no doubt that it exists 
and may be exerted: No radical alterations of 
routing or equipment ought to be undertakea 
without reference to the legally constituted author- 
ities. Public service corporatidns have fallen ints 
the habit of doing as they pleased and treating 
their employers with silent or noisy contempt. 
They will have to break themselves of the habit 
or prepare for a dose of regulation which may, 
perhaps, have an element of retaliation in it. A 
decent consideration for the rights, interests and 
even the prejudices of the “multitude” is the 
surest means to avert public indignation, which is} 
not contemptible even when it is unintelligen: 
and mistaken. 
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According to the University of Chicago the serv- 
ant girl problem is finally solved—she is. going 
to quit altogether. We had expected this. 
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WHO LOSES MOST? 

If Collier’s Weekly has not been deceived we 
may expect some startling disclosures during 
the last week of the campaign.

Mr. Taft’s Religion. 
Te. the Editor of the Post-Vispatch. 

The fact that Hon. W. H. Taft is a Unitarian in 
his religious belief and church membership 1s being 
made the basis of much attack. In the interest of 
fair play, the full facts should be stated. It has 
been charged that Mr. Taft is not a Christian. 
Without discussing the question as to whether join- 
ing any church proves that a man is really a Chris- 
tian, it may be stated that the Unitarians are be- 
lievers in the Christian faith. In a national con- 
ference, a common basis of belief was found in the 
statement that We accept the religion of Jesus, 
holding, in accordance with his teaching, that prac- 
tical religion is summed up in love to God and love 
to man.”’ 

Unitarian belief has further been expressed in the 
five principles adopted by practically all the churthes, 
“We believe in the Fatherhood of God, the brother- 
hood of man, the leadership of Jesus, salvation by 
character,. the progress of mankind onward and up- 
ward forever.’ 

It has also been charged that Mr. Taft denies the 
divinity of Jesus Christ. As a matter of fact, the 
Unitarian Church does not stand for any particu- 
lar theory of the nature of Jesus. It maintains that 
the real religious and Christian duty is to follow 
him as a great leader in spiritual life. The par- 
ticular conception as to what Jesus was is entirely 
@ personal matter, with which the church has noth- 
ing to do. The distinctive characteristic of the 
Unitarian Church is its frank adoption of the ra- 
tional principle in religion. It insists that religion 
shall be treated in the scientific spirit of free inves- 
tigation. It asserts thé authority of the individual 
reason and holds that mo statement should be ac- 
cepted that does not approve itself to one’s intel- 
lect as being worthy of belief. The Unitarian 
Church offers a free fellowship. It holds that free- 
dom is absolutely essential to religious development. 
Every member is at liberty to form his own con- 
ception of the truth, and is expected to be true to 
it, however much it may differ from the belief of 
others. There is no hint of conformity or compul- 
sioh. The common basis of union is a desire to 
know. the truth and to do the good. There is the 
fullest acceptance of the principle of progress in re- 
ligion. It affirms a God of modern life, an en- 
larging revelation of His will and truth, and an 
ever-progressing faith, keeping pace with the ad- 
vancement of human thought and evolution. Uni- 
tarianism simply insists upon having in religion the 
same liberty that all Americans claim in all other 
realms of thought and action.

Declares He Will Race With 
Barnsdall to Win in 35- 
Cent Movement. 


ATTACKS COMPETITOR 


Asserts It Is Impossible for 
Him to Fulfill City’s 
Requirements. 





James O. Rodgers, one of the appli- 
cants for a %-cent natural gas fran- 
chise, has authorized his local attor- 
ney, George V. Reynolds. to suggest 
that the Municipal Assembly grant 
franchises to both the Rodgers and the 
Bardsdall syndicates and then see who 
can best carry out the conditions of the 


ordinance granting the franchise. 

This is virtually a challenge on the 
part of Mr. Rodgers to the rival pro- 
moters. He is so confident that he is 
in a better position to supply natural 
gas to St. Louis that he is willing to un- 
dertake the task of running a race with 
Barnesdall to see who can first get pipe 
lines into St. Louis. 

Speaking for Mr. Rodgers on the nat- 
ural gas matter, Mr. Reynolds said: 

“Mr. Barnsdall’s statements as to his 
control of the Oklahoma gas fields is 
not correct.’ It is not true that Mr. 
Barnsdall holds a corner, as he «x- 
pressed ‘it, on the Oklahoma gas. 

Rodgers Issues Chalienge. 

“Mr. Rodgers also wishes to say that 
Mr. Barnsdall cannot bring natural gas 
to St. Louis and that he is ready to 
meet Mr. Barnsdal!l and make a showing 
of the comparative holdings of each. 
Mr. Rodgers is confident that Mr. Barns- 
dall has not the supply of gas that we 
have. 

“Mr. Rodgers further wishes to say

Oklahoma, Kansas 
that it be supplied first. 


Mr. Barnsdall will have, in addition to

BENTON, Ill, Oct. 24.—In a fight in 


the postoffice Mack McCreery, son of 
a wealthy hotel man and a graduate of 


the Western Military Academy, was 
stabbed four times and probably fatally 
wounded by Robert Kirkpatrick, son of 
R. D. Kirkpatrick, Republican candidate 
for the State Legislature. 

Both young men were friends of Miss 
Cecil Moore, daughter of Capt. Moore, 
president of the First National Bank of 
Benton. McCreery escorted Miss Moore 
to a theater Thursday evening. When 
the young men met in the postoffice 
Kirkpatrick said, ‘‘I thought you prom- 
ised me you wouldn't go with that girl 
any more.” Then the fight started. 

The young men clinched and fell to 
the floor, Kirkpatrick uppermost. By- 
standers pulled him off and McCreery 
was found to be covered with blood. His 
throat was cut. The wound was about 
four inches long, below the left ear. 

When he was assisted to his feet it 
was discovered that he had been stab- 
bed three times in the back. One of 
these wounds pierced the kidneys and 
another the lungs. They were made 
with ‘the long blade of a barlow knife. 

McCreery was taken to his father’s 
hotel and placed under the care of three 
physicians. He has but a slight chance 
to recover.
